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The Stock Market and Business 

FEVER the United States was “stock mar 

ket crazy,” it is to-day. The wave of specu- 
lation in securities has not contined itself to 
New York or the East. If anything, its effects 
are more pronounced in the Middle West. Ap- 
parently, every man, woman and child through- 
out the cities and towns of the Middle West 
owns some kind of stock, or has an equity in 
some stock represented by a margin account. 
Only with extreme difficulty can the business 
at hand be discussed. Everybody wants to 
talk “stock market.” In cigar stores, garages, 
hotel lobbies, and on Pullman trains, the chief 
topic of conversation seems to be the stock 
market. Speculation is rampant the country 
over. everything from “cats and dogs” on the 
curb up to DuPont and Radio are being 
played for the rise according to individual 
taste. luck and pocketbook. 

Officials of a number of firms whose stocks 
have been forced to high levels by frenzied 
buying, have informed us that neither earn- 
mgs nor warrant anything like the 
prices which the securities command to-day. 
Only the insatiable desire to buy securities by 
the rank and file the country over, and to par- 
ticipate in the fabulous profits of the past vear 
or two, account for present prices. Those 
close to the “inside” of many stocks have not 
participated in the profits because they have 
known too long that market prices have far 
outrun actual values, but the flood of orders 
from all over the country have continued to 
drive prices upward irrespective of value, carn 
ings, or high interest rates.

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The Soap Census 

NCE again a census of the American 
soap industry has been issued. The fig- 
ures are published on page twenty-seven. The 
data as published by the Bureau of the Census 
reveal a number of interesting facts.

Toilet 
soap production, according to the census fig- 
ures, increased over a hundred million pounds 
in 1927 over 1925, an increase of close to 
thirty-five per cent. This looks like an ex- 

tremely high increase in a two-year period. 
Then, in the matter of liquid soaps, we in- 
sist as we did two years ago, that the Govern- 
ment figures are ridiculously low and that not 
a third of the liquid soap producers of the 
country are included in this report. .\s for the 
number of companies reporting, this again 
omits a large number of producers, chiefly of 
liquid soaps, cleaning compounds, soit soaps, 
and allied specialties. All told, the Bureau re- 
ceived reports from 256 soap manufacturers. 
There are no less than 700 firms whose reports 
should be included in these figures. On the 
other hand, the Census report by its produc- 
tion figures shows the degree of trend toward

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increased consumption of flake, chip, and simi- 
lar soap products at the expense of ordinary 
laundry and other older types of soap. It like- 
wise confirms a known upward trend in the 
consumption of toilet soaps over recent years. 


Much soap production in the United States 
is from plants which are not primarily engaged 
in the manufacture of soap. There is the soap 
production of various silk, woolen and cotton 
mills, of certain foodstuffs and medicinal 
groups, of disinfectant, polish, and sanitary 
specialty manufacturers, of oil and fat splitters 
and refiners, of the manufacturers of textile 
mill supplies, and of the meat packers. If all 
these groups are not included in the soap fig- 
ures, how is there any hope for accuracy? Be- 
cause a company is not primarily in the soap 
business, but nevertheless, produces large quan- 
tities of soap, should its figures be excluded 
from a report of soap production of the coun- 
try? We believe that the Census report reveals 
a warped picture chiefly because it fails to in- 
clude all these additional sources of soap pro- 
duction.

The Ten Cent Size 

N ALL sides, we hear talk of the ten cent 

package of goods to meet the requirements 
of the chain grocery stores which specialize in 
five and ten cent articles. On display every- 
where, we see an ever increasing array of the 
five and ten cent sizes of most everything. The 
article which has an established retail price of 
twelve or fourteen cents, or some other odd 
and unusual amount, finds itself at a distinct 
disadvantage when it has to scramble for its 
place on the shelves of the new retail stores. 
Although the five and ten cent package has 
been common in many toodstuffs for years 
past, it has spread recently to practically every- 
thing in the line of foodstuffs and in other 
fields as well. 

Among soap products, the spread of the five 
and ten cent package has made some inroads. 
Its effect is likely to vary widely according to 
the circumstances. The competition for package 
display is going to become keener. Package 
size is becoming an extremely important factor. 
The so-called ten-cent toilet which in 
reality sell for anything from three to four for 
a quarter, are going to find themselves in a 
peculiar position. Manufacturers who refuse 
to make sizes to meet this newer demand, are 
destined to lose business, if the voices of the 


soaps 


merchandising prophets sound the truth. 
When an article sells for ten cents in a store 
crowded with other items selling for the same 
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price, the ones which attract the eye through 
package design and color, and which through 
package size and shape give the appearance oj 
most-for-the-money, logically should get first 
call. When a soap sells in most stores for 
three for a quarter, how much can be merchan- 
dised at ten cents per cake in a “dime store?’ 
Will a larger cake of “a ten cent soap” be pro- 
duced which will actually sell for a dime? Some 
new package sizes of soap products have been 
put out to meet the new demand. Others adhere 
to their standard sizes. 

Surely, modern merchandising becomes daily 
more complicated. Every detail of product, 
package, advertising and selling price takes on 
added importance as time goes on. This is an 
attribute of keener competition. The ten cent 
package size is an outgrowth of the same thing, 
a result of a sharper, keener fight for the retail 
markets.

With oil and grease prices up, and glycerin 
prices down, what a sad lot is that of the 
soaper?’ But, strange as it may seem, more 
smal soap companies seem to have made better 
profits of late than for some years past. Evi- 
dently, the profit must be made on something 
else besides glycerin. Some timid soul might 
even suggest that it comes from the manufac- 
ture and sale of soap.

ket. Diette, De Vion, and other Freneh and 
German firms have created many soap 
noveltics which they are oliering in the 


American market with pronounced success. 
In the majority of cases, the attractive fea- 
ture of the imported novelty has been the 
package, rather than the soap itself.

If the American soap makers are 
to compete with the European manufac- 
turers and the perfumery trade, they must 
not be handicapped by a lack of any of the 
aids to selling. The consumer wants, as 
well as a novelty, a toilet soap which con- 
tains a large amount of strong perfume. 
Delicate Odors will not satisfy. Just as the 
ultimate user of a soap expects a flower to 
have a characteristic odor, so he insists that 
a soap, irrespective of its shape or package, 
must smell like This was the con- 
sensus of opinion of those who were inter-

With recent developments in’ bathroom 
design, color has become an important fea 
ture. Some stores sell novelty soaps in 
colors designed to be a match for the color 
decorations of the bathroom equipment. Of 
course, there are every type and. style of 
colored soaps on the market today from 
American makers, and these can hardly be 
classed as novelties in the sense in which 
the term is being discussed here. [lowever, 
the point is merely made to show that the 
retail store is ready and anxious to appeal 
to every whim and faney of the buying 
public in order to sell more goods.

STARE TS engaged primarily in 
the manufacture of soap, in 1927, includ- 
ing the soap departments of large slaughter- 
ing and meat-packing establishments, reported 
products valued at $287,059.935, of which 
amount $241,929,510 was contributed by soap 
and $45,130,425 by other products, such as gly- 
cerin, perfumery, toilet preparations, ete. “The 
total production shows an increase of 3.2 per 
cent in value, as compared with $278,273,107 
for 1925, the last preceding census year. 

The items which make up the total valuation 
are follows: hard soaps. 2,371,645,874 
pounds, valued at $207,297.961; soap powder, 
497,569,236 pounds, valued at $25,711,513; 
special soap articles, valued at $2,432,461; 
liquid, paste, and soft soaps and soap stock or 
soap base, valued at $6,487,575. 

This industry title covers establishments en- 
gaged primarily in the manufacture of soap 
and soap products, consisting chiefly of hard, 
powdered, soft, paste, and liquid soaps, and 
special soap articles. 

Of the 256 establishments reporting for 
1927, 39 were located in New York, 31 in 
Pennsylvania, 29 in California, 27 in Ihnois, 
23 in Massachusetts, 20 in Ohio, 14 in New 
Jersey, 11 in Wisconsin, 8 in Minnesota, 6 in 
Rhode Island, and the remaining 48 in 19 
other States. In 1925 the industry was repre- 
sented by 272 establishments, the decrease to 
256 in 1927 being the net result of a loss of 50 
and a gain of 34.0 Of the 50 establishments 
lost to the industry, 35 went out of business 
prior to the beginning of 1927, 5 were idle 
throughout the vear, and 10 reported commodi- 
ties other than soap as their principal products 
and were therefore transferred to the appropri- 
ate industries. Of the 34 establishments gained 
by the industry, 2 manufactured other classes 
of commodities as their principal products in 
1925 and 32 reported for the first time at the 
present census.

Toilet Soap Production Up 331.3% 
 ¢ MLET soap production was approximately 
33'44% larger in 1927, than in 1925. The 
amount produced in 1927 was 444,149,581 
pounds, as compared with a total of 332,934.- 
996 pounds in 1925, This represents an un- 
usual expansion in one branch of the industry, 
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oap Production Grows 
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and the underlying causes and probable results 
will bear careful scrutiny. It is interesting to 
note that the value of the increased output did 
not reach a proportionately higher level. ‘The 
value of the 1927 output was only $60,085,385, 
while the 1925 output for $53,647,128. 
The increase in value is seen to be only about 
12%, as compared with the 33'3% increase in 
volume of production. It is evident that lower 
average prices are prevailing in the toilet soap 
industry. 

\nother important conelusion to be drawn 
from the government figures is that chip, gran- 
ulated and powdered soaps are rapidly replae- 
ing bar laundry soap in importance.  Produe- 
tion of white laundry soap declined from 755,- 
788.858 pounds, worth $49,996,906 in 1925 to 
730,401,867 pounds, valued at $41,716,086, in 
1927, Similar declines occurred in the produe- 
tion of yellow laundry soap, the figures for 
1927 having been 593,952,860 worth $42,579,- 
O75, as compared with 614,439,863 pounds, 
worth $42,828,860, in 1925. Along with the 
decline in laundry soap production came a rise 
in chip soap production, 372,261,067. pounds, 
worth $39,330,833, having been produced in 
1927, as against 325,042,787 pounds, valued 
at $36,283,839, in 1925. Granulated and 
powdered soap also increased in importance 
with production of 173,930,283 pounds, worth 
$18,130,675, in 1927, as compared with 142,- 
321.736 pounds, which sold for $15,789,485 in 
1925.

The published figures seem to show that pro- 
duction of soap powder has fallen off in the 
last two years. Reported production of soap 
powders, cleaners, cleansing powders, scouring 
powders and washing powders totaled only 
497,569,236 pounds, with a value of $25,711,- 
913, in 1927, as against 547,986,130 pounds, 
worth $25,856.113, in 1925. Production 
liquid soap also fell off, apparently, from a 
total of 22,047,417 pounds, worth $2,122,358. 
in 1925, to 14,453,652 pounds, valued at $1,- 
729.811, in 1927, The explanation for the 
seeming decline in these two items is that in- 
secticide and disinfectant manufacturers are 
making increasingly larger amounts of these 
materials. Production of these commodities 
has no doubt increased in the past two years, 
but the increase has been reflected in the pro- 
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duction figures of the last named manutfac- 
turers, with the soap makers producing less 
and less in this field. The published figures 
give only the soap makers’ production, and 
consequently show a decline. 

Glycerin Productions Up 
RODUCTION of refined glycerin rose ma- 
terially during the past year. The total 

production was 78,437,001 pounds, as against 
72,596,891 pounds, for 1925. The value of 
this material rose from $13,091,685 in 1925, 
to $16,729,812, in 1927. During the same 
period a decline was noted in the production of 
crude glycerin, with the 1927 output reaching 
only 22,639,228 pounds, as compared with 25,- 
842,234 pounds for 1925. The value of crude 
glycerin also declined from $3,518,471 in 1925, 
to $3,211,237 in 1927. The total amount of 
glycerin produced in 1927 was larger, reaching 
106,843,943 pounds, as compared with 101,- 
491,173 pounds in 1925. 

The total production of hard soaps, which 
includes toilet soap foots soap, soap chips, 
laundry soap, granulated soap, powdered soap 
and miscellaneous soap, reached 2,371,645,874 
pounds in 1927, an appreciable advance over 
the figure of 2,251,455,045 pounds for 1925

value of $207,173,060 for 1925, indicating that 
the average value of hard soap has declined in 
the past two years. The production of soaps, 
other than hard soaps, declined considerably 
during the period making the total gain in 
soap production less than the gain in hard soap 
production. The total soap output amounted 
to 2,988,073,394 pounds, in 1927, a slight gain 
over the 2,940,896,637 pounds registered in 
1925. 
Fewer Companies Report 

He figures shown in this report came from 

256 companies as compared with 272 which 
reported in the previous census year. While it 
is true that there have been a number of con- 
solidations among the larger houses there are 
close to three times as many additional firms 
making soaps of one kind and another which 
did not report. Some of these are houses 
which make soap as their main product but 
whose production figures are too small to re- 
port. The majority, however, are companies 
generally classed as disinfectant and insecticide 
manufacturers who are also makers of special- 
tv soap products such as liquid soap, auto soap, 
scrubbing soaps, special cleansers, hand _ soap, 
scouring soaps and related specialty products.

Make More Cleansers and Polishes 

Establishments engaged primarily in the 
manufacture of cleaning and polishing prepa- 
rations (not including soap or washing soda 
reported as such) in 1927 reported products 
valued at $38,799,588, an increase of 14 per 
cent, as compared with $34,020,384 for 1925, 
the last preceding census year.

The fundamental thought in the Langmuir 
theory is that the molecules of colloidally dis- 
sulved fats are arranged ina polar system. .\t 
the limiting surfaces, which the colloids form 
with water, are found the polar groups (the 
carboxyl and ester groups and double bonds ) 
and they dip into the water. The water-insol- 
uble carbon chain, however, is perpendicular 
to the limiting surface. .\ccordingly the num- 
her molecules in the colloid, which are in 
direct contact with water, is dependent on the 
length of the carbon chain of fatty acids and 
is accordingly greater, the fewer double bonds 
the fatty contain. \ccordinge to this 
theory, the speed of saponification of the fats

The logical conclusion that they may be de- 
rived from the Langmuir theory is that it is 
possible to saturate the free valencies of the

at which saponification takes place. This possi- 
bility has also presented itself in actual practi- 
cal work. Blown vegetable oils. which have 
lost their unsaturated character by contact with 
oxygen just like in case of the sulfonated oils, 
in which the double bond has been eliminated 
by the sulfo group, can be very much more 
rapidly saponified by means of alkali lves than 
untreated oils. 
Bi He speed of reaction of the oils is increased 
to an extraordinarily high degree by the 
addition of a small amount, approximately one 
percent, of aromatic hydrocarbons of phen- 
olic character, such as cresols, the naphthols, 
thymol and the like. These compounds have 
such a strong accelerating influence on the sap- 
onification reaction that their catalytic action 
has not only a theoretical significance but a 
practical one as well. In order to obtain some 
information on the conditions and the mech- 
anism of the process, the author investigated 
the speed of the saponification reaction on var- 
ious fats with and without the addition of cat- 
alysts, the conditions of saponification remain- 
ing constant. The following compounds were 
employed as catalysts :-—phenol, thymol, hydro- 
quinone, cresol, alphanaphthol, sodium = naph- 
thalenesulfonate, betanaphthol, naphthalene, 
eugenol and contact splitter Petroff. 

One of the principal tasks of this investi- 
gation was the determination of the manner in 
which these preparations behaved in the alkali 
saponification process towards oils with differ- 
ent) proportions of unsaturated compounds.

The stirring is continued until the ingredi- 
ents have been thoroughly mixed and then the 
mixture is allowed to remain at rest for a cer- 
tain time. Samples are taken from time to 
time for control purposes. The samples are 
tested in the following manner :—three grams 
are weighed out and are stirred together in a 
mortar with ten grams of ignited, anhydrous 
until a uniform powder is formed. This is 
then extracted with petroleum ether and the 
neutral fat, which has not been saponified, 1 
determined in this extract. The temperature is 
recorded during the entire progress of the pro- 
cess, that is the temperature of the saponifying 
mass. The catalyst, which is added in the pro- 
portion of one percent on the weight of the sap- 
onifying mass, is dissolved in oil by heating up 
to a temperature of 8O degrees C.

TH Ie experiments show that the reaction even 

in the case of liquid oils, which saponify 
with difficulty only, such as cottonseed oi] and 
linseed oil, is completed within a period of a 
few minutes in the presence of catalysts. 

We see furthermore that the “iia of re- 
action in the case of cottonseed oil and linseed 
oil due to the action of the catalysts is consid- 
erably greater than the coconut oil. 
The assumption, that the catalysts actually act 
on the double bonds of the unsaturated com- 
pounds, is therefore highly probable. It is con- 
cluded that in all cases, in which the saponi- 
fication reaction is carried out energetically 
enough and with distinct temperature rise in the 
mass, the maxima of the temperature curves 
are reached almost at the same moment, at 
which the degree of saponification is 95 
percent, that is at the time that saponification is 
almost completed. The speed of reaction 
curves and the temperature curves may there- 
fore be considered with all probability to be 
alike in their course. Inasmuch as the drawing 
of such temperature curves involves no great 
experimental difficulties, then they can be used 
with good results as the comparative character- 


case ol 
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istic of the saponification reactions and princi- 
pally for orientation purposes. 

A comparison was made of the catalytic 
action of the above mentioned ten preparations 
with the aid of such curves. For this purpose, 
every hundred grams of cottonseed oil were 
saponified with sodium hydroxide lye of 36 de- 
grees Be concentration at an initial tempera- 
ture of 30 degrees C, the samples being treat- 
ed in this manner one after the other after one 
percent of the aforementioned catalysts have 
heen added. It has been found that hydro- 
quinone, naphthalene and sodium naphthalene- 
sulfonate exert no noticeable action on the sa- 
ponification reaction. Their presence causes no 
rise in temperature. Phenol, eugenol and “con- 
tact splitter Petroff,’ although they do not 
cause any rise in temperature, accelerate to a 
marked degree the formation of emulsions with 
the fats and lyes, and this has of course a favor- 
able effect on the saponification process. Cre- 
naphthols as well as thymols have a 
strong activating influence on the reaction and 
induce a considerable rise in temperature in the 
reaction mass. This is seen in the following 
tabulation :

compounds in water (phenol 6, hydrdéquinone 
5.9, eresol 0.5, thymol 0.09) and naphthol 
zero), it can be said that the catalytic action 1s 
greater the less the solubilitv. In order to inves- 
tigate the influence of the temperature on all 
these catalysts, 600 grams of cottonseed oil 
were saponified with the aid of sodium hydrox- 
ide in the presence of one percent of betanaph- 
thol at different temperatures. .\t the initial 
temperatures of 23, 30, 50 and 70 degrees C, 
the saponification was complete within two 
hours, forty minutes and twenty-five minutes. 
The reaction did not generally take place at 100 
degrees C, for at this and other neighboring 
temperatures, it was impossible to obtain a 
stable emulsion of the oil with the lye. 

As we see, there are certain most favorable 
conditions governing the saponification reac- 
tion with respect to the temperature. There is 
also a certain most favorable concentration of 
catalyst. The addition of larger proportions of 
catalyst than mentioned above is absolutely use- 
less. The catalysts exert a noticeable action 
when used in the proportion of 0.25 percent

Che import duty on trisodium phosphate 
which is now 50c¢ per hundred pounds, may be 
increased by fifty per cent, according to an in- 
vestigation by the U. S. Tariff Commission 
which has found foreign costs of producing 
this product sufficiently lower than American 
warrant a recommendation for the 
tariff increase under the flexible provisions of 
the Fordney Tariff Law. The publication of 
the cost data followed a petition filed May 25, 
1927 by the Warner Chemical Co, that the ade- 
quacy of the present tariff be investigated. A 
public hearing on the proposed increase will be 
held Dec. 18 in Washington before the Taritt 
Commission.

The investigation revealed that Belgium was 
the principal competing country on trisodium 
phosphate supplying about a million pounds 
per vear to the United States. The sole manu- 
facturer in Belgium is Societe Anonyme des 
Produits Chimiques et Agricola di Haren of 
Haren, Belgium, whose production costs are 
about 68 to 736 of \merican costs.

TALLOW, GREASES AND OILS 

















(als of Dec. 6, 1928) 
EW YORK—A good demand for tallow, 
oils and greases, coupled with light offer- 
ings, caused price rises all along the line. The 
market was very firm at the higher levels, and 
sellers showed no disposition to abandon their 
positions. The market took its tone from 
coconut oil prices which rose abruptly on re- 
ports of damage to next year’s coconut crop. 
Cottonseed oil also strengthened, as it became 
apparent that the cotton crop would not be as 
large as had been expected. Light offerings 
and steady demand for tallow, greases, palm 
oil and palm kernel oil, caused price advances 
for these commodities. Olive oil was steady 
and unchanged, with foots fractionally higher. 
Red oil was higher, with stearic acid holding to 
the recent advances. 
Coconut OIL 
The recent storm in the Philippines damaged 
next vear’s crop, and created a great deal of 


uncertainty in all coconut oil markets. With 
the damage in the outlying districts still uncer- 
tain, buyers and sellers held off to await more 
complete reports. Coast oil rose to &'¥ge to 
8'¢ Ib., with New York oil at 8'4c to 85¢e Ib. 
COTTONSEED OIL 

While experts revised downward the prob- 
able size of the cotton crop, and the Govern- 
ment reported lower temperatures in the South, 
dealers were raising prices on cottonseed oil.

js unsatisfactory for washing purposes. 
Children are willing to put up with this 
inconvenience, because they like the statues 
so well, but adults prefer the common 
shapes and sizes. Consequently, the market 
for these figure soaps will apparently con- 
tinue to be chiefly in children’s soaps and 
giit shop novelties. The larger depart- 
ment store novelty business is now, and 
probably will remain a business in cleverly 
packaged, highly perfumed standard shapes 
and sizes. 


Unquestionably, the soap gift field and 
novelty soap business is not for the large 
soap organizations with train loads of 
standard nationally advertised toilet soaps 
leaving their plants every day. Where ton- 
nage production is) paramount, it) must 
naturally remain so. There is no time or 
place for small side lines which would only 
be a nuisance. But, for many of the toilet 
soap producers not in this class, the gift 
soap business looks as though it might have 
some attractions. If a survey of the New 
York market is any criterion, the novelty 
soap trade has grown to the point where it 
is a distinctly profitable business of sutffi- 
cient volume to have attracted attention of 
both manufacturers and retailers in| many 
quarters. One or two of the American 
firms who do some business in this field, 
put out some very fine products, ones which 
compare very favorably with the imported 
Most of the American products, 
however, are cheap combinations made to 
sell at a price. Apparently, there is no 
reason why a real bid cannot be made for 
this business. That the market is there among 
the American public, has been proven with- 
out question by the sales of imported soaps 
during the past two or three years. That 
the soaps can command far higher prices 
than is ordinarily asked for American gift 
packages, has also been proven. There is a 
far wider margin of profit than in the ma- 
jority of soap products being manufactured 
today in this country. And, as has been 
definitely shown in the New York market, 
soap for gift purposes is no longer taboo,

adsorption compounds of phenols with glycer- 
ides of the unsaturated fatty acids and to be 
sure with the double bond, whereby the orienta- 
tion of the molecules of these glycerides 
changes on the surface of the water, since only 
the carboxyl or ester groups are added to the 
water. Hence, the structure of the surface 
film is so changed that the hydro carbon chains 
come into intimate contact with each other and 
this results in an increased activity of the car- 
boyl and ester groups. Furthermore, it is 
also found that weakening and hence destruc- 
tion of the molecular compounds take place in 
the adsorption phenomena, whereby the ‘‘catal- 
yzed” molecule becomes loosened up in struc- 
ture and is easily subject to external influences.

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Annual Address of the President 


President Hamilton Outlines Briefly 
the Outlook in the Industry for 1929 


+or-— 


HIS is the Fifteenth Annual Meeting 
of the Insecticide and Disinfectant 
Manufacturers Association. That we 
meet here today after fourteen years, 
js in itself sufficient proof that the Association 
js serving a useful purpose. The leaders of 
this industry are here and each year finds in- 
creasing numbers. It is proper that we pause 
for a moment and de- 
termine the values re- 
ceived by membership 
and participation in the 
activities of the Associ- 
ation. What justities 
the continued existence, 
merits our efforts and 
our time ? 





In the first place the 
Association forms the 
only common meeting 
ground for the manu- 
facturers. The supplier 
of raw materials is here 
enabled to meet the 
manufacturers in a 
group and help them with their problems. The 
technical laboratory personnel throughout the 
country who are engaged in research upon 
problems related to this industry are always 
welcome among us. The various branches of 
our Government which assist us in the develop- 
ment of our products and our sales as well as 
those branches which supervise the legal as- 
pects of the industry meet with us here to 
discuss problems and devise means of better 
cooperation. These forum features alone jus- 
tify the existence of any assosiation for there 
will come better understanding and better prod- 
ucts—the industry will become more stabilized.

In addition to the group meetings this Asso- 
cation functions throughout the year by watch- 
ing for unfair legislation and preventing it 
whenever possible. It seeks to promote just 
laws that will protect and foster the affairs of 
the makers of insecticides and disinfectants. 
Unfair trade practices are dealt with by coop- 
eration with the Federal Trade Commission 
ind individually when these practices are offi- 
tally brought to the attention of the officers. 
\bove all we stand for high trade standards.

The problems of individual members can 
often be more quickly answered through the 
Association than in any other way. 

The standards for the products manufac- 
tured by the trade are subjects of keen 
discussion by the members in nearly every 
meeting of this Association. These discussions 
will of course occur at this annual meeting and 
[ can only repeat what was stated at the mid- 
summer meeting that any standards must be 
fair and such as will promote and increase 
clean competition. Should one desire to ex- 
ceed the standards, obviously there could be 
no objection. 

During the next year there are several mat- 
ters which must have the attention of this 
Association. In the first place we are prom- 
ised a revision of the tariff. Where the items 
involved in this revision are of importance to 
the industry, it should be the function of 
this .\ssociation to inspect these prospective 
changes with a view to co-operating with the 
committee or the commission trusted with the 
revising of the schedules. This is a most im- 
portant matter and provision should be made 
at this convention to properly watch the vari- 
ous suggested changes in the tariff, not only 
in a critical way but also in order to furnish 
suggestions for changes which will benefit the 
industry as a whole. 

Members are constantly asking more in the 
way of individual attention from the Associ- 
ation and it is right that they should do so. 
In order to further enlarge this work, in- 
creased funds are necessary. I suggest that 
some consideration of this matter be given at 
the present meetings but that any final action 
be delayed. Obviously increased funds may 
be secured by increasing the membership, in- 
creasing the dues, or both. The question in- 
volved is largely one of the amount of money 
which will actually be required to accomplish 
the desired results.

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Secretary H. W. Cole Reviews the Year 


Tells Annual Meeting of Activities of Insecticide & 


Disinfectant Manufacturers 


NCE each year, at the annual meeting, 
according to our Constitution, the Secre- 
tary must make a written report. This 
is the only alibi that can be offered for 
taking up the time this morning with 
_ recital of what has been done during the vear. 
Most of you know what has transpired since last 
we met in this city, for almost every activity has 
heen recorded in the form 
of bulletins, yet it is pos- 
sible that some of these 
have not been read, or at 
best hastily scanned. Not- 
withstanding this wise 
provision in the Constitu- 
tion it has been our cus- 
tom for a number of 
years to tell you in re- 
ports at the annual and 
mid-summer meetings 
what the Secretary has 
done to warrant you in 
having selected him for 
the office. 

In the year now draw- 
ing to a close, 62 bulletins 
have been issued. These 
have been mailed to all 
inembers, as well as to 
certain. Government departments, trade 
tions and trade publications. This means that on 
an average of once every five days throughout the 
last twelve months, we have reported to you on 
some subject which it was thought would be of 
interest. Many of these bulletins dealt with op- 
portunities for doing business in foreign lands, and 
frankly we are pleased that so many of you have 
said that the information was helpful. We have 
no means of knowing how many of the money- 
making ideas that we have passed along to you 
have been used to advantage, but we do know 
that it is much more agreeable to us to write 
you about an opening for the sale of your goods 
ina new market than it is to have to tell you 
that this or that state is threatening to pass a 
law curbing your activities. 

In looking over the bulletins issued this year, 
we find that none of them have been of a character 
to alarm you; in other words, there has been no 
adverse legislation enacted. It is true that some 
time ago the pharmacy officials of the state of 
Ohio tried to make us believe that the insect 
powder was a poison and should be sold only by 
druggists, but up to this time, to the best of our 
knowledge, they have not backed up their edict 
with a prosecution. In the news disseminated by 
these bulletins we have tried to have something 
of interest for the insecticide manufacturer, the 
disinfectant manufacturer, the maker of liquid soaps 
and other chemical agents used in the promotion 
of sanitation.

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have been kept filled with items of interest to 
members, and it is pleasing to know that this 
monthly magazine, which is sent to everyone in 
the industry, is religiously read from cover to 
cover. This is not merely an empty phrase. In Sep- 
tember and October of this year your Secretary 
called on a number of our members in the east, 
south and middle-west, as well as visited with 
a number of chemical manufacturers who are not 
yet in the Association. Some of these calls were 
at establishments where your Secretary had never 
before ventured, yet he seemed to be recognized 
and known through his picture appearing from 
time to time in SOAP. 

SOAP we find is read and liked by practically 
every man in the industry, It has certainly been 
a God-send to our Association, and we are ex- 
tremely fortunate to have its publishers so inter- 
ested in what we are doing that they always 
find time to attend the meetings we hold and to 
act as the agency through which matters of in- 
terest to you are given the desired amount of 
publicity. Not so many years ago, when we had 
the minutes of our meetings printed and bound 
and sent out to the members, we found our 
treasury was almost depleted when the bill was 
paid. Since the advent of SOAP, however, we rely 
on that journal to chronicle our aims, purposes, 
undertakings and achievements and find that it 
does it better than we could and with no cost 
whatever to either the Association or its mem- 
bers. 

URING the vear, the Association has grown 

in numbers and influence. We have also had 
greater cooperation from our members and those 
having aims similar to our own. The mid-summer 
convention in Chicago in June was the most 
largely attended meeting we have ever had at that 
time of vear. A large delegation of our eastern 
members journeyed west in June for the conven- 
tion. Now our western members are coming east 
on this occasion to show us that they will always 
meet us half way. We are losing our identity as 
an eastern organization. This is as it should be, 
for the interests of practically all of us are na- 
tion-wide and every section should be represented.

Dr. Roark, of the Bureau of Chemistry, has

for and granted. The Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce at Washington has furnished 
us with a wealth of information on foreign trade 
opportunities and has accorded us its fullest co- 
operation. The United States Public Health Ser- 
vice sends us their newspaper releases relating 
to the prevalence and control of disease, and the 
Bureau of Animal Industry has given evidence ot 
its desire to keep you acquainted with subjects 
treating of animal diseases and the means em- 
ploved to check their spread. A number of these 
Government Departments, with which we = are 
most closely in contact have, from time to time, 
furnished us with most interesting speakers. Al- 
though, as stated, this has been a peaceful year, 
it occasionally happens that calm precedes a 
storm, so we have been constantly on the alert 
to guard against anything happening unawares.

Cuban Polish Market 


United States exports of blackings and 
polishes to Cuba over the last seven years 
have averaged about 407,000 Ibs. a year. 
The average value of a vearly shipment has 
been approximately $354,000. These figures 
represent about 60% of the total Cuban pol- 
ish imports, European makers supplying the 
rest of the material. Domestic production 
isalmost negligible, with the result that the 
American makers get most of their competi- 
tion from european polish manufacturers in 
Germany, France, Italy and England. The 
best course of procedure for a polish manu- 
facturer interested in the Cuban market is 
to give exclusive representation to a whole- 
sale distributor or agent, since the estab- 
lishment of a branch is too costly. Such 
agents expect manufacturers to arrange for 
all outdoor display advertising, but are usu- 
ally willing to do the newspaper advertising 
themselves.

Neither E. A. Saunders, manager 
of General, nor a Mr. Smith, apparently the 
chief stockholders, attended the meeting. — It 
developed, however, that the company had exe- 
cuted a chattel mortgage, for over $17,000, 
covering machinery and equipment, in favor 
of Mr. Smith. Another meeting was held 
Nov. 21, at which Mr. Saunders presented a 
statement showing net total assets as $35,000, 
as compared with net total liabilities of $90,- 
000, with current assets $7,500 and current lia- 
lilities $25,000. The party representing new 
capital agreed to settle with creditors on the 
basis of net assets and this was agreed to by 
all creditors present with one exception. The 
latter felt that a preference had been estab- 
lished in favor of stockholder Smith, through 
the issuance of the chattel mortgage, and it is 
helieved that this alleged preference was the 
direct cause of the filing of the petition in 
involuntary bankruptcy.

The first products to gain a foothold here 
were a British product, and ene of American 
manufacture. They were followed by “Cobra,” 
a French product, and finally by *Mosky,” dis- 
tributed by the Societe Franco-Asiatique des 
Petroles de Tunisie, the local subsidiary of 
the “Shell.” Both the American and British 
products are understood to be packed in France, 
and are much appreciated locally because of 
their perfume. Liquid insecticides are re- 
talled in Tunisia in liter containers at 25 
francs (about one dollar) per liter. The most 
expensive product of this nature on the local 
market sells for 33 franes per liter. Hand 
atomizers cost the retailer about 9 francs each 
(approximately 36 cents).
